oftener ” 
“ V allonia, Intl , i- one of the t.l 'cst 
towns in the S tate and was ooee a 
place of some im portance. 
It was 
o riginally 
in 
W ashington 
com ity, 
but is now in Jack so n county a few 
miles south of ^rownsL/wn. 
“ Jack so n county was formed by an 
act of the T e rrito ria l 
L egislature 
December 18, 1815, out of the counties 
of W ash in g to n 
and Jefferson. 
As 
orig in ally foi med it 
had its present 
boundaries, except a sm all tria n g u la r 
piece th at was added to the n o rth ern 
boundary by a treaty m ade with the 
Indians at St. M try ’s October 2. 1*18 
W hen the 
county was 
formed the 
Indian title to this land had not yet 
been extinguished. 
The act creating 
the county appointdd Bve com m ission­ 
ers to designate a place for the county 
seat of the new county. 
Three com ­ 
m issioners met at the bouse of Jo h n 
Ketch am, on 
Driftwood 
river, the 
second M onday of F ebruary, 1*16, and 
purchased of Jo h n Ketcham at price 
of $8 oer acre, 150 acres, which is the 
pre ent site of Brownstown. 
“ V allonia w aslaid o u t in 1810. W hen 
Jackson county was organized it was
